THE EXEQUTION OF ROSSEL. 
. (Pall Mall Gaxette,) 

Though fally expeoted, the neva of the exeon- 
tion of Rossel {whom one naturally separates 
from hia Fellow-sa‘forers) oreated 4 profand wen, 
sation. Im all olaasea and .in all parts of tho 
country the fate of talented young officer 
bad awakened the liveliost interest, and “the 
Committee of Pardons and the Government in 
having him execnted have acted in opposition 
to the wishes of the nation, Tho universal ory 
waa that enough blood bad been sbed, and thut 
Paria had more than expiated ita folly aud gnilt 
by’ the Joaa of 20,000 men shot down in. its 

. ‘The niph will have, conveyed to 
you'a description of the dentha of the threa 
men executed: this morning. Ferré aad Bours 
geois now occupy prominent niobea ia tha 
Radical Pantheon, and are heroes and demigoda, 
Colonel Merlin, president of the court which 
condewned Ferré, and soa of the Vonvention- 
alist of whom Cannin; 
Tacobinwm.. “ 
~ Who now from Naples, Rome, or Berli 

Creepa to thy blood-stained dea, O Merlin— 
commanded the troops. Figaro gives the fol- 
lowing account of the exeoution :— 

“ Bourgeois wae the firat who kuew that the

ined. When the agents arrived, though they 
siid nothing, Bour.eois was perfectly well 
aware of what wae g ag to buppen, and gaid: 

Bourgeois 
marched: firmly fap to the Maison de Justice, 
where he wis looked, ap:in a cell for a short 
time, Meunwhile Rossel -wis sound aslee| 
when his counsel, Master Albert July, open 
the door of bia cell and approachéd his bed, 
He. bad to. call him twiceby bis namo before he 
tiwoke. ““Ab!'' suid Rossel, on seeing his de. 
fonder, “it’s you? ' Then it’s for this morning,” 
Seeing the director of the prison, he anid, “ Let 
me. collect. myself for a few moments.” N, 
Oroussoles-having observed that hasbould dress 
himeell first, and that be could not be loft 


| alone, Rossel obeyed without making any objec. 


tion, Five minntes afterwitrds he was dressed, ‘ 
Rosse] then atid adieu. to bis counsel, and afters - 
wards prayed fore short time with M. Passa, tho, 
Protestant pyistor. Ferré bad been warned at 
the same time, and. he immediately bounded out - - 
of bed, and wax balf dressed when his cnmfassor 
entered hin.cell, and said, “ Pcome.to bring you 
the. buprome‘consolations, my aoa; will you 
hear thera P? aly,” entd Ferré, “in a . 
moment ; there is Go'hurry; let ma finiah dress 
ing.” With tapertarbable calmness tbe ex-dele- 
pate lighted a cigar, and commenced hie toilette 
with euch minuteness that it took him bulf an 
hour. He chatted with the wardors nnd offered

—After all; itis but natural that the masgof 
“European womep should be good.’ Their 
tendency, without distinction of nationality, 
. ig towards duty, faith, and gontloness.. The 
French are only like'the others, oxcepting 
that the masifestation-of their feelings, good 
or bad, assumes a more domonstrative form. 
Their girls follow the ‘same rile; and, not- 
withstanding the. infinite variety of” their 
individual jpeculiarities, they present, as a 
. whole, the same natural dispositions towards 
‘. virtue. and simplicity. But whera- French 
home life puts on a.character of its own, 
which distinguishes it from thatof most other 
countries, nnd especially from Eneland, is'in 
. tho astonishing powor which certain chifdren 
exercise over their parents—a power almost 
as great as that whieh the parents themselves 
-onght to possess over their children. . In 
certain exaggerated cases—which, indeed, are 
by no means rare—the child is her mother’s 
mistrees ; she becomes a tyrant, and enforces 
- her will with a pitiless vigour ‘before which 
the’mother quails. Tho reason is that the’ 
artof spoiling reaches a development in 
France which is: unknown olsewhere, and 
that maternal affection not unfrequently 
descends to folly and imbecility. When this 
occurs, thore is.an end of all‘ coutrol and 
guidance on the mother's side, and of 
all obedience in tha child. If pood qua- 
lities persist in a young heart’ under’ éuch 
conditions, they must indeed be firmly rooted.

As soon as 
sho was asleop wo got up again, redressed, 
and here we are, with a thousand spologics’ 
for being so late.” These two examples aro 
. Titerally true, and there may be othera of 
equal force. They show that excess of parental 
oration may produce: idiotey; but-it is 
scarcely necessary to say that they are gro- 
tesque exceptions. They are worth mention- 
ing as illustrating a curious French form of 
madness; but they aro valueless as proofs of 
a condition of society, The reality ia all the 
other way. French girls, ass whole, aro, 
singularly docile ; most of them qbey for the 
best of all possible reasons—becanso they 
Jove. They live in such uncoasing intimacy 
with their father and mother, that the tie 
between them indisputably grows stronger 
.than in other lands where there is less 
constant community of heart and thought, 
Tu evidence of this, it is sufficient to point 
out the numerous examples which are to bo 
found in Franco of, threo generations 
lodging -together—the old people, their 
children, and their grandchildren, all 
united and harmonions. ‘The fact is—and it 
* is a fact, however prodigious it may appear 


to people whe have always believed the con- 
trary—that the family bond is extraordinarily 
powerful in France. What we call “united 
families” are the rule there, and the unity 
goes far beyond our usual interpretation of 
the word, It means not only affection and 
mutual devotion, Lut it affects the instincts 
of the nation to such a point that colonising, 
and even, to n certain degree. foroign travel, 
are rendered imposaiblo by it.. Neither sons 
nor daughters. will consent taJeave their 
parents; the shortest absenva.ia regatded as 
a colamity ; and the population, a8 a whole, 
shrinks from expatriation, not because it, is 
unfit to create uew positions for itself (on the 
contrary, its adaptability is notorious), but 
because it cannot face a rupture of habits and 
attachments which date from childhood. 
With such fcclings inculcated in them from 
their babyhood, it is but natural that most 
French girls should do exactly a3 they 
- are told. They acquire mastery over their 
parents only in cases whore their mothers 
are weak enough to let them-do it. In almost 
every instance they occupy a position in the 
howe life of France which is far beyond that 
accorded to childyen in other landa; but, 
putting aside the exceptional examples, they 
do not abuse the power which their position 
gives them ; they rbmain natural, tender, and 
emotional, and they do not revolt'or adelt to 
usurp command. ‘I'be advantages of the 
aystem of bringing up girls in, constant con- 
tact with their mothers ara nomerois and 
real, They may perhaps acquire somewhat 
Jess pure book-knowledge than if they were 
- sent to school, but they acquire what is gene- 
rally more useful io them in after-life—the 
faculty of conversation, habit of their own 
language, manners, tact, and even experience 
of human nature. The French. girl. learns 
how to be a woman from her very eradlo, and 
this must certsinly be admitted to offer a 
large compensation for want of discipline and 
of the habit of application, Children who 
-, are brought up in schools and convents may 
acquire more passive obedience, mora Imow- 
ledge of history and of'literature; but whe 
they enter lifa they are leas well prepared for 
it than other. girls who have already studied 
its details for twenty years at home. 
this, however, is general, not absolute. After 
all, no principles apply to every case, eape- 
cially when all the varieties of human nature 
lave to be taken into account. There are 
plenty of girls brought up at home who in 
no way profit by the advantages at their, dis- 
‘ posal; there are wany others who, fresh. 
from school, instantly take’ their places as 


wives and mothers, and take it well. ‘The 
rule is in favour of the former, but the ex- 
coptiona. amonget tho latter are- abundant 
enough to entitle them to serious notice. 
These oxceptions are the result of: peraonat 
aptitudes, suddenly fortified by new in. 
fluonces, and developed by the imitative 
capacities so universal amongst the French, 
. Still, the child who has never left her mother 
is, theoretically, the fitter of the wo to im- 
mediately discharge her duties and fill her 
placa in life. She has kept the hoase, order- 
ed dinner, and probably cocked sometimes 
“herself; sho is accustomed to receive her 
mother’s visitors; sho can talk and curtae 
(two testa of a real woman of the world) ; 
her proclivities towards. art, if she has any, 
have been nursed and stre: acne by 
- evample and advice; she bas hud full oppor- 
. tunity to acquire taste aud charm, and to 
Jearn bow to employ both;—aznd. with all 
thepo earthly merits, she has probably lost, 
nothing of the more solid virtues which wore 
taught ber as a child.. She has. passed 
through that grave moment of her existence, 
her First Communion, and she miist ba bad 


by the inconveniences and disadvantages of | 
eager imaginations_and aspirations, —by—the, 


indolenco which sentiment so often provokes, 
by. unfitness for tho practical work ‘of overy 
day?: The answer may, in all truth, be ne- 
gative. As a rule, Frenchmen are sensa- 
tional, but not ‘sentimental—excitable, but 
good-tempered, active, and Inborious, Their 
defesta lis rather in want of order; in that 
contempt for new experience which so often 

aulis. from atrong: early prejudices ;. in 
the need for excitement, or mora exactly, . for 
distraction.” These dispositions may often be 
detected in. the children. Most of them are 
disorderly ; they throw their toys ‘and books 
about; fling their dresses ou. the floor when 
they take them off:; leave the doors open be- 
hind them wherever they pasa; lie in bed late 
in the morning ; and seem unable to form the 
habit of doing the samething atthe same hour 
every day, In schools these. faults ard of coursé 
corrected, but in, after-life they spring up 
again; and,with rare excoptions, all French: 
women, whether brought up in convents or 
at-home, are equally disbevellod in their in- 
door habity, A certain quantity of disorder 
appears to be a necessity of their nature. 
Indeed, a good many of the better sort’ of 
them argue against too much order, as being 


a sign.of 2 cold heart and of a soul incapable, 


of feeling art. “Thera is some: reason in this 
view of the case, but its: influence on the 
education of young children is necessarily 
bad; for though-it-may be wise, when we 
have grown’-old ‘enough to judge, nob. to 
attach too much importance to strict regula- 
rity in all our daily, acts, it. is evident that 
girls, so long as ¢! ey aro girls, ought to be 
taught that regularity and order are neces- 
sary virtues about which they have no nore 
choice than they have between {ruth and lies. 
The child hesttates because she sees her 
mother do s0;:she imitates, consciously’ or 
unconscivusly, in this es in nearly everything 
else, In the one. point of seeking for dis- 


traction the child does not imitate; she does/* 


not need excitement yet, and therefore does 
‘not-comprehend that it has to bo pursued. 
Her lessond and ‘her doll suffice, and-they 
suffice till she is almost | woman; ‘for it 
should be observed that Franch. girls gene- 
rally remain children very late. They seem 
to be exposed-to-hothouse-training, and to be 
forced on. to premature young-ladyhood ; but 
that view of them is au allusion. In no 
country.do girls continue young so long; aud 
that result becomes quite comprehensible 
when we reflect that though tho child is fre- 
quently with grown-up people, and so, ac- 
quires an eace of manner above hor ago, sho 
is always with a fondling mother, who treats 
her ns a baby because in her eyes shealways 
is so. - The mother's influence 
than that of strangers, the child ramains o 
child until necessity obliges her-to: become a 
woman.
